Academy emanate from the Committee of Management, 
whose decisions are delivered, through their Chairman, to the 
different officers of the establishment. 

АП branches of Music are taught in the Academy; and 
Students may choose any one of these for their principal 
study. Should the branch for which a male Student enters be 
Composition, Organ, Pianoforte, or Harp, he may be required 
to learn, in addition, any orchestral instrument the Com- 
mittee may choose for him. 

All Students are required to learn Harmony and Pianoforte; 
all are required to attend the Sight-Singing Class; and, when 
competent, to take part in the Orchestral and Choral 
practices in {һе Quartet and Accompaniment classes, and in 
all public performances of the Acaaemy. 

If the branch for which a Student enters be Singing, he or 
she is required to attend the Elocution Class. 


No Student can be admired who does not purpose to 
remain for at least a year in the Academy. 


The year is divided into three Terms:— In 1885-8, the 
Michaelmas and Lent Terms of thirteen weeks each, and the 
Easter Term of twelve-and-a-half weeks ; the Michaelmas 
Term commences on the fourth Monday in September, the 
Lent Term on the third Monday in January, and the 
Easter Term on the last Monday in April. ‘There are 
vacations of four weeks at Christmas, of two weeks at Easter, 
and in 1888 of eight-and-a-half weeks at the close of the 
Easter Term. 

The Entrance Fee is Five Guineas. The Fee for the 
entire course of Study is Eleven Guineas per Term.
